To plan is one thine.. To accomplish i? another. Arid to-dny 
the University wake? up and finds itself faced by concrete examples 
of hoth statements, in certain circles men have been dreaming of 
a great freshmen-sophomore festival. Caps were to be burned and 
the ashes were to fertilize the old campus. Then the Union was to be 
the scene of a hitherto unequalled spectacle, for the men of the first 
year were to give a banquet there for their lordly superiors. The 
hatchet was to he buried and all was to end with united peace and 
harmony. These ideas were good and before long they took solid 
form, becoming actual plans and arrangements, 

But even the best laid plans may crash and the ones under dis- 
cussion, having been sadly riddled, are to-day in a somewhat shat- 
tered condition. The cap burning is still on the schedule but that, 
according to present indications, will witness the end of united action. 
The Union, in many cases, is being deserted for the prouder food 
palaces in the district of bright lights and the multi-banquet system 
is replacing thr proposed general gathering. The Daily has made 
enquiries into the most recent developments and there are some un- 
pleasant and almost unaccountable features in the situation. We are 
riot prepared to censure or blame anyone but the following facts 
may be of interest -to the undergraduate body at large. The fresh- 
men plans for banquetting the sophomores at the Union reached a 
sufficient stage of development to warrant the ordering of the neces- 
sary food, the purchasing ot extra tabic linen and the renting of 
dishes. Suddenly -the programme, ir. certain faculties, is changed- 
Upon good authority we have learned that second year and 
some first year men did no! wish to dine at the Union. In certain 
.instances, it is said, : hey did not care to associate with the remain- 
ing, portions' "of tbe first two years. Others did not believe that the 
promised banquet would be suitable to their highly developed Epi- 
curean tastes. And finally there were at least a few who mentioned 
the fact that the Union served ginger ale — and nothing stronger. 

The results are obvious. The caterer is cancelling orders, trying 
to reduce expenditure to a minimum. Those who worked and 
planned are disappointed. Disorder has taken the place of order. 
It is to be sincerely regretted that things have taken such a turn. 
The Union is certainly worthy o? patronage. The uniting of all fresh- 
men and sophomores in one great event would have created, more- 
over, a remarkable precedent, which would have been followed in 
lutine years. The banquet itself would have been of the highest 
order, for the caterers have demonstrated conclusively that they 
serve only the best. And, in conclusion, the Union belongs to us. 
Why thèn should wc not dine in our own house? 

But wc need not yet talk in terms of "might have been" and 
"would have been." At least two sophomore classes have not de- 
cided definitely upon their course of action. If they want to help 
the Union, if they want to assist the frosh in bringing their plans 
to a successful conclusion, the way is clear. Other classes have al- 
ready stated that they arc holding their banquets elsewhere Is 
there any possibility of a change of mind? Wc hope so.
